As a result of these 
long-continued experiments, 
Mani­ 
toba fruits have been bred to climate 
either from native wild stock or 
from varieties imported from coun­ 
tries where climate conditons are 
similar. 
Selection and hybridization 
have evolved many splendid kinds of 
fruits that thrive in Manitoba and 
there is every prospect that fruit 
greying in the province soon will be­ 
come an important factor in farm 
economics.” 


The best Manitoba apples have 
been produced by crossing standard 
varieties on the wild Russian crab 
apple which was first introduced in 
1887. Fine plums have been evolved 
by crossing hardy domestic varieties 
on the indigenous wild plum and 
cherries by a hybridization of the 
sand cherry and the plum. 
Red and black raspberries, white 
and red currants, gooseberries and

Forced to, in a measure, conceal itself dur­ 
ing the war, it is now determined to elect a president and a 
congress that will make German interests supreme in this 
country. 
The course of the senate and the house makes it 
highly probable that this policy will be successful. 
If the United States is to be Germanized, if the results of 
the war afe to be turned the other way about, if trade profits 
and German votes are to govern our course and be the cus­ 
todians of our tattered honor, why not put men openly Ger­ 
man in their thoughts and sympathies in power. 
Even in 
disgrace there is a certain consolation in being open and con­ 
sistent. As public matters go now, La Follette certainly repre­ 
sents the pitch with which the whole nation is being defiled.

PAYING FOR THE WHISTLE 


Yesterday afternoon we drove over one of the best graded 
roads in Pontotoe County. 
It was graded only a few weeks 
ago by a force of men who know how to build roads and do 
build them. 
A part of the road has been graveled. 
But 
for a considerable distance the ungraveled road is already 
badly washed by the recent rains and badly cut up by the 
heavy traffic. 
A better job of grading cannot be found in 
the country. But a part of the road is already shot to pieces. 
It was broken up in only a few weeks time. 
The moral is plain. 
Dirt roads are doomed in Oklahoma. 
We have very little ground in the state that will hold and 
maintain a dirt road permanently. 
Rain and wind together 
are able to ruin practically all of our highways. 
No matter 
how many bonds we vote, no matter how much money we 
spend on roads, we can never have good roads and perma­ 
nent roads till we build hard surface roads. 


When the rural districts have schools as good as those in 
the cities, when they have churches as good as those in the 
cities, and when our public highways can be traveled every 
day in the year, one half the inducement to leave the farm 
for the city will have disappeared. 
No one denies that the 
present cityward trend of our rural population constitutes 
a national danger, and many people are coming to see that 
it is the unfavorable environment of the rural districts that 
is driving so many people away from the farm. 
To do every­ 
thing possible to improve ruralv conditions thus becomes a 
patriotic duty. 
The public could engage in no more praise­ 
worthy effort than to participate in a general movement toJ 
secure better schools and roads for the rural districts . 


The Ardmoreite is justly indignant . It says that there 
is a never failing stream of mountain water only fourteen 
miles from Ardmore, that the city has been trying for five 
years to tap this stream, that the city still has no ample 
water supply, and that the present supply will be exhausted 
in a few weeks.

A ntituberculosis societies will be 
formed in every part of the country 
where such organizations have not 
been established, and crusaders will 
search out the estimated 2,000 cases 
of the disease in the United States 
and work to obtain adequate care 
for the sufferers, it was said. 
An intensive educational program 
directed at children 
as

as 
adults, will be worked out to pre­ 
vent the spread of the malady, dele­ 
gates asserted. 
It was suggested that the 
“fresh 
air 
fiend” 
be changed 
to 
“ Fresh air friend” and used as the 
slogan in the drive. 
The Rev. John W. Day of this 
city, one of the directors, prescribed 
plenty of rest, fresh air, and whole­ 


some food as the best preventive of 
the disease. 
The industrial and housing prob­ 
lems and laws to segregate tubercu­ 
lar patients who are a menace to 
the health of others, will be consid­ 
ered at the sessions, it was said. 
There are about 1,000 anti-tuber­ 
culosis organizations in this country 
and a representative of each socie­ 
ty is expected to be registered at the 
convention before it ends Saturday. 
Dr. Victor V. Vaughn of the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan is president of 
the association.
